7415.0600 PROCEDURE AT RAILROAD CROSSINGS.

The patrol flag shall never be used at railroad crossings. The patrol member shall direct
children to remain at least a distance of 20 feet from the nearest railroad track until the patrol
member has completed an inspection to see if there are any approaching trains. When there
are no approaching trains, the children shall be directed to cross the tracks by the patrol
member who shall remain at the proper position until all have crossed.
